DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-7,10-1 1 are 
allowed. 

Claim 1 : Prior art of record does not teach data read from copyrighted medium identification 
database including the copyrighted medium unique identifier and the cipher key for physical copyrighted 
medium are written into recording medium using recording medium data reading/writing device, 
fingerprint data of the purchaser of physical copyrighted medium is read using fingerprint authentication 
device and the fingerprint data of the purchaser, the copyrighted medium unique identifier, and the cipher 
key for the physical copyrighted medium are written into recording medium using recording medium data 
reading/writing device. 

Claim 3: Prior art of record does not teach data is loaded from physical copyrighted medium and 
recording medium into copyrighted medium reproducing device and a fingerprint of the purchaser the 
physical copyrighted medium is read using fingerprint authentication device and collated with purchaser's 
fingerprint data of the purchaser recorded in recording medium and if the fingerprint of the purchaser and 
the fingerprint data of the purchaser match, encrypted data in the physical copyrighted medium is decoded 
and reproduced by image/sound reproducer. 

Claim 4: Prior art of record does not teach a fingerprint of the purchaser of physical copyrighted 
medium is read using fingerprint authentication device and collated with purchaser's fingerprint data of 
the purchaser and the fingerprint data of the purchaser match, encrypted data in physical copyrighted 
medium is decoded and reproduced by image/sound reproducer or copied after transferring the copyright 
medium unique identifier and the cipher key for the physical copyrighted medium to another copyrighted 
medium reproducing/copying device. 

Claims 2,5-7,10-1 1 are allowed because of dependency.
